29. iJPi Secretary Ickes an¬ 
nounced today that nearly $1,800,- 
000,000 of PWA projects are under 
construction and "will furnish em¬ 
ployment in the interim before the 
$4,000,000,000 work relief program 
reaches its peak." 

These projects are being carried 
on with funds appropriated prior 
to the $4,000,000,000 with which 
the administration says it plans 
to put 3,500,000 persons to work. 
The men employed on them will 
not he counted toward the 3,500,- 
000 total, officials said. 

Applications Grunted 
There are other public works 
funds in the $4,000,000,000 and 
Ickes urged states and counties 
today to rush their applications 
for them. 

Ill addition to the 4514 proj¬ 
ects now under construction, 
13,238, Involving expenditure of 
$685,421,693. have hcen com¬ 
pleted in the two years of PWA, 
lekes said. Construction has not

Manitou street, Los Angeles, last 
night shot himself through the 
heart while parked in his car on 
a dark side street in Sunset Beach 
near the Coast highway. Young 
Cissna was a former football star 
at Lincoln High school in Los An¬ 
geles, and was the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. M Cissna. 

The suicide was witnessed by 
Mrs. Clarence Keipt of Whittier, 
who was sitting on the front porch 
of a nearby residence rocking her 
baby when Cissna drove his sedan 
into thp side street She heard 
the shot, but thought that it 
might have been a backfire from 
the exhaust For nearly 15 min¬ 
utes she watched the car, and 
when no one left the machine she 
became suspicious and informed 
her husband. Mr Keipt and a 
friend, A. Furry of Montebello, in¬ 
vestigated, and found young 
Cissna slumped in the front seat 
of the machine. 

Coroner Earl Abbey, called to 
investigate the case, found the 
young man had shot himself 
through the heart with a .32 cali¬ 
ber revolver. There were no let¬ 
ters left to explain his action, but 
a brother-in-law said he believed 
the youth had become despondent 
over a recent love affair. 

The body was removed to the 
Dixon Mortuary in Huntington 
Beach, pending funeral arrange¬ 
ments. There will be no inquest. 
Coroner Abbey said.

W. (Bunny) Austin pulled out a 
five-set victory over Allison in a 
singles match in which the vet¬ 
eran Texan was favored. 

Budge Forced Perry 
England then went two up as 
the celebrated Fred J. Perry con¬ 
quered the young arid formidable 
Don Budge of Oakland, Calif., in 
four sets, which saw the Pacific 
Coast star force the world's ama¬ 
teur champion to pllay his best 
game at times. 

The veteran team of Allison 
and Van Ryn, winmers of the 
all-England doubles title in the 
past, was highly fawored to take 
Hughes and Tuckery mainly be¬ 
cause the Britons had never 
played together in cup compe¬ 
tition. 

Instead they found out quickly 
they were up agaitnst a formid¬ 
able pair. Tuckey, the newcomer 
to international warfare, displayed 
a booming serve that proved a 
perfect complement to his part¬ 
ner's fine forecougt game and 
they raced through, the first set 
as Van Ryn weakly'hit many easy 
shots into the net.

They will be 
played tomorrow with Budge op¬ 
posing Austin, aod Perry going 
against Allison. Ate the result of 
England's victory today, however, 
these matches are reduced to an 
exhibition status for the only ef¬ 
fect they have on the series will be 
determining the sfze of England’s 
winning margin. 

The Britons, who played to¬ 
gether for the firest time only a 
few months ago, outplayed their 
veteran rivals roundly in the 
last two sets.

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OUR DISTINGUISHED GUEST 

T OMORROW Santa Ana will be host to Gov. Frank F. 

Merriam. The chief executive comes to us in a civic 
capacity, for the purpose of taking part in the dedicatory 
exercises at the new city hall. 

The governor is not a stranger to Santa Ana or 
Orange county. Geographically he is a neighbor. His 
social and fraternal affiliations are extensive, and his 
friendships so acceptable that the welcome loses its for¬ 
mality and he often is greeted with just plain but sincere, 
“Hello, Frank.” 

The visit tomorrow is a recognition of a civic event 
which is to perpetuate for years to come, a unit of com¬ 
munity progress. Santa Ana, during the earthquake of 
1933, lost a city hall, resulting, as many disasters do. in 
an improvement which more than compensates for the 
damage. It is this fine structure the governor tomorrow 
will dedicate to our community life. 

Santa Ana and Orange county should accept the 
visit of the governor in the spirit of the citizen, and not 
from the standpoint of involved politics. His position dur¬ 
ing these trying times of economic stress, partisan bicker¬ 
ings, and selfish purposes has not been an easy one. His 
visit here can be made an oasis for a day in the maze of 
political complications, and that should be our attitude. 

SAFETY AND SANITY 

U T IVE AND LET LIVE.” The slogan is founded upon 
I l the law of equitable human relationship, but that 
isn’t enough. If it isn’t practiced it is just another scrap 
of paper. Back of all the human promotion for the safety 
of driving is the invalidation by the careless, the reckless 
driver. 

Laws, organization propaganda, illustrations and 
sermons can be effective only insofar as they impress 
and control the public mind. That they do not function, 
at least to the point of reasonable efficiency, accounts for 
the week-end tragedies which strew the highways with 
killed and maimed. It is an appalling waste of human life. 

That there isn’t more of it is a surprise. That there 
is so much of it is the reflection, not only of our driving, 
but the indifference with which human life is valued. The 
driver who does not take into consideration all of the 
risks probably concludes that he is the invulnerable ex¬ 
ception, and that anybody can get hurt but himself. This, 
too often, is the viewpoint of the driver who risks not 
only his own life, but brings the innocent and the cautious 
within the danger zone. 

The time will never come when the highways will be 
entirely free of automobile accidents, but the time ought 
to come when there should be a gradual decline in this 
wanton loss of life, and a reduction in fatalities to the 
lowest possible degree. It cannot be reached unless every 
driver cooperates. 


BACK TO THE LAND 

R ECENTLY an old philosopher and octogenarian, com¬ 
menting upon present world economic conditions, 
made the statement that the “human race must return to 
the land or perish.” History records the disappearance of 
fertile areas in all parts of the world, some of it due to 
climatic disturbances and some to agrarian desertion. The 
temptation to rush to metropolitan centers in our own 
country has resulted in abandoned farms. Erosion is also 
inflicting its penalty. 

To maintain and improve farm land labor is required; 
intelligent labor. But after all it affords the rural con¬ 
tentment that no other life offers, and at the same time 
security investment that has always been traditional. 
Capital has long sought substantial repose for money 
either in farm securities, or actual ownership. 

That the conviction has not changed, but is growing 
in favor, has been verified during the past few months in 
Orange county. Men with vision and money are making 
investments in real estate. Orange acreage, bean ranches, 
avocado groves, and desirable unimproved land has been 
bought by operators, who see in Orange county owner¬ 
ship something secure and possessing elements of appre¬ 
ciation. A recent $70,000 investment supplies convincing 
evidence that land in this county has a value and appeal.
